The 
twelve to thirteen thousand deserters, 
mostly from the central empires, who 
have taken refuge in Switzerland are 
as rebellious to service in the field 
and the factory as. they are in the 
front line trenches, and most of them 
refuse to work.. 
Until recently even- deserter who 


could find his way across the fron- 
tier into Switzerland was given shel- 
ter with no other 
condition 
than 
that he pay his taxes and observe the 
law. 
The number continually 
in- 
creased and on the occasion of the 
riots In Zurich the federal authorities 
discovered that there were too many 
of these deserters among the leaders 
of the disorder. It was then decided 
to order a civil 
mobilization 
that 


would enable the 
government 
to 
round up all unoccupied 
foreigners 


and set them to work.

members of the Athena Class at their 
meeting on Thursday afternoon in the 
library. The topic of the deaf was in 
charge of Miss Paterson, and the fact 
was brought out that the first school 
tor teaching them was established in 
Paris in 17(50. • There are about 14,000 
deaf pupils now being taught in 
schools in the United States and there 
are about 90,000 deaf mutes in 
the 
population. There aro claims of excel- 
lence in both the method of institu- 
tions and day schools in teaching this 
class of 
pupils, 
and The 
industrial 
chances for them are many. The ques- 
tion of. the care of the feeble .rainded 
and insane- was led by Mrs. Wool. Sho 
brought out the fact that there were 
about 500,000 defectives in the United 
States and that the Binet and SinV'ii 
test was used to determine the proll- 
ciency of 
children 
in the schools. 
Classes for backward pupils are now 
quite common. 
The first school for this class of de- 
ficient children was established by Dr. 
Samuel Howe in 1850.

of the insane the number was said to 
be slightly decreaaing on account of 
more attention being paid to health. 
About forty percent of cases are said 
to be 
curable and

It is r» 
estimated that each patient in the in- 
sane hospitals costs the state about 
$175, 
and that the're are now in Men- 
dota 62-S cases, and in the Northern 
hospital, 622 patients. These are less 
in number than have been in the in- 
stitutions m a long time.
